REPORT  OF  SEWER  COMMISSIONERS. 


Fairhaven,  Feb.  15,  1898. 

The  Sewer  Commissioners  herewith  submit  their  report  for 
the  year  ending  Feb.  15,  1898  : 

Since  making  our  last  report  the  sewer  system  has  been  in 
constant  operation  and  has  done  very  satisfactory  work.  The 
plant  is  in  good  condition  and  no  extensive  repairs  have  been 
made  during  the  year.  A drain  and  catch  basin  have  been 
constructed  for  the  purpose  of  disposing  of  the  condensation 
from  the  engine  and  waste  water  from  the  power  house. 

Fifty-six  permits  have  been  issued  and  forty-nine  house 
connections  have  been  made  during  the  past  year,  making  a 
total  of  one  hundred  and  twenty-four  (124)  connections  to 
date. 

During  the  coming  year  some  repairs  will  be  necessary, 
the  largest  of  which  is  the  rebuilding  of  the  south  wall  of  the 
power  house,  which  is  badly  cracked  by  reason  of  the  settling 
of  the  foundation,  and  for  this  purpose  and  general  mainten- 
ance we  recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  two 
thousand  two  hundred  ($2,200.00)  dollars. 

In  the  opinion  of  this  Board  it  is  absolutely  necessary  that 
a system  of  electric  signals  be  constructed  connecting  the 
ejectors  with  the  power  house.  As  now  arranged,  one  of  the 
ejectors  may  fail  to  work  and  the  engineer  know  nothing  of  it 
for  a long  time,  and  after  he  becomes  aware  of  it  he  has  no 
means  of  knowing  where  the  trouble  is,  the  only  way  of 
finding  out  being  to  visit  one  after  another  of  the  ejector 
chambers  until  the  trouble  is  found ; in  the  meantime  some 
cellar  may  have  been  flooded. 

For  the  purpose  of  constructing  the  above  described 
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apparatus,  and  also  for  providing  a better  way  than  we  have 
at  present  of  freeing  the  ejector  chambers  of  water,  we  would 
recommend  the  appropriation  of  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
($300.00)  dollars.

THE  M1LLICENT  LIBRARY. 


[Abstract  of  Librarian’s  Report.] 

To  the  Trustees  of  the  Millicent  Library : — 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen  : — The  fifth  annual  report,  showing 
the  growth  and  condition  of  the  library  to  January  1st,  1898, 
is  herewith  respectfully  submitted  to  the  Board  : 

ACCESSIONS. 

The  selection  of  books  for  the  several  departments  of  the 
library  is  an  important  part  of  the  year’s  work.  In  these 
days  of  many  books,  there  are  not  a few  wholly  unsuited  for 
the  young  and  immature,  and  the  work  of  the  librarian  in 
selecting  such  literature  from  the  general  mass  as  shall  be 
suitable  and  wholesome  has  been  not  inaptly  compared  to  a 
dance  popular  in  the  East  and  known  as  the  " Egg  Dance,’’ 
where  the  performer  strews  the  stage  on  which  he  is  to  dance 
with  unbroken  and  presumably  fresh  eggs.  It  is  his  task  to 
foot  his  intricate  steps  over  the  egg-strewn  stage  without 
breaking  an  egg. 

What  books  shall  we  select? 

Have  we  anything  on  this  subject  ? 

Do  we  need  anything? 

If  we  can  have  but  one  book  is  this  the  best  book  to  be  had  ? 

If  we  already  have  several  books  does  this  present  any 
material  different  from  that  now  in  the  library? 

These  are  some  of  the  questions  that  must  be  considered. 

Nine  hundred  and  twenty-one  volumes  were  added  to  the 
library;  832  by  purchase,  (17  by  gift,  22  by  binding  periodi- 
cals. Number  rejected,  71).  Gain,  842.  Classified  accord- 
ing to  subjects  there  were  added  : General  works  32,  philoso- 
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phy  10,  religion  28,  sociology  51,  philology  4,  natural  science 
31,  useful  arts  61,  line  arts  31,  literature  91,  history  and 
travel  130,  biography  71,  fiction  266,  books  to  replace  those 
worn  out  120. 

CIRCULATION. 

If  extent  of  circulation  is  the  measure  of  success  we  have 
no  reason  to  complain.  We  do  not  keep  any  record  of  the 
number  of  reference  books  consulted  or  of  the  number  of 
people  who  read  for  amusement  in  the  library  building.  The 
following  table  therefore  gives  only  the  statistics  of  the  num- 
ber of  volumes  of  each  class  loaned  for  home  use.

BINDING. 


The  question  of  binding  is  one  of  the  greatest  importance 
in  public  libraries.  Prior  to  September,  1895,  all  of  our 
books  were  rebound  in  New  Bedford,  since  then  only  the 
periodicals  and  a few  other  volumes  have  been  sent  there. 
Novels  for  the  most  part  are  printed  on  cheap  paper  made 
from  wood  pulp  and  are  not  worth  rebinding  in  any  except 
inexpensive  covers.  When  the  original  cost  of  a book  is  not 
more  than  ninety  cents  or  one  dollar  it  is  a waste  of  money  to 
rebind  in  a cover  costing  more  than  eighteen  or  twenty  cents. 

Three  hundred  and  sixty-nine  volumes  have  been  sent  to 
the  bindery  at  a cost  of  $190.61. 

PERIODICALS. 

The  same  care  should  be  exercised  in  selecting  periodicals 
as  in  selecting  books. 

The  periodicals  Bearings  and  Season  are  not  on  the  list  this 
year.  It  was  decided  to  discontinue  the  San  Francisco 
Weekly  Chronicle.  The  following  have  been  added  : L’Art 

de  la  Mode,  Bon  Ton,  Chautauquan,  Cycle  Age,  French 
Dressmaker,  Literature,  Teachers'  Institute.  A gain  of  four 
over  last  year. 

ADVERTISING  BOOKS. 

It  is  the  custom  of  all  progressive  libraries  to  publish  lists 
of  books  each  week.  This  is  the  best  method  of  keeping  the 
public  informed  of  the  new  books.  In  our  case  the  type  set 
up  for  the  paper  is  saved  until  enough  is  put  aside  to  print  a 
small  leaflet.  We  have  printed  four  leaflets  during  the  year, 
and  they  have  been  distributed  gratuitously  to  patrons. 

CARDS  ISSUED. 

The  number  of  cards  issued  since  the  opening  of  the  library 
is  3,060;  273  were  given  out  in  1897. 
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REPAIRS. 

Iii  the  spring  the  brick  walls  in  the  Trustees’  reference  and 
reading  rooms  should  be  retouched  with  paint,  and  the  floor 
and  furniture  put  in  condition  to  correspond  with  the  book 
stacks.  I thank  my  assistants  for  their  cheerful  co-operation 
and  untiring  interest.  Xo  small  part  of  the  library’s  efficien- 
cy is  due  to  their  excellent  work.  I also  thank  the  Trustees 
for  their  kindness  and  confidence.

REPORT  OF  THE  SCHOOL  COMMITTEE 

OF  THE 

TOWN  OF  FAIRHAVEN, 

From  February  15th,  1897,  to  February  15th,  1898. 


To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Fairhaven  : 

The  Statutes  provide  that  the  School  Committee  shall  an- 
nually make  a detailed  report  of  the  condition  of  the  Public 
Schools,  and  in  compliance  therewith  we  beg  leave  to  submit 
the  following 

REPORT. 

The  law  also  requires  the  town  to  raise  such  sum  of  money 
as  they  judge  necessary  for  the  support  of  Public  Schools, 
and  it  is  recommended  that  the  annual  report  of  the  School 
Committee  should  furnish  the  data  on  which  the  judgment  of 
the  town  is  based. 

Before  doing  which  we  are  greatly  pleased  to  be  able  to 
report,  in  general,  that  the  schools  of  Fairhaven  are  now  in 
an  excellent  condition,  not  surpassed  by  the  schools  of  any 
other  town  in  this  Commonwealth. 

The  standards  are  high,  but  they  are  attained  without  diffi- 
culty by  the  average  of  those  who  attend  the  schools. 

The  enrollment  is  very  large  in  proportion  to  the  popula- 
tion of  the  town,  the  attendance  is  as  full  and  regular,  as  can, 
without  more  consideration  and  aid  from  parents  and  guar- 
dians, reasonably  be  expected,  and  the  standing  of  the  schol- 
ars in  their  respective  classes  is  exceptionally  good.  Unques- 
tionably there  are  times  when  the  services  of  children  are 
required  in  the  family  to  which  they  belong,  but  those  who 
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have  charge  of  them  should  not  forget  that  every  absence  is 
not  only  an  injury  to  the  child,  but  also  a hindrance  to  those 
who  regularly  attend. 

The  work  of  the  school  can  not  stop  because  a child  stays 
away,  and  it  is  not  easy  for  a pupil  to  keep  his  or  her  place 
in  the  class  unless  they  are  regular  and  constant  in  their 
attendance  at  school. 

The  discipline  of  the  schools  is  as  nearly  perfect  as  the 
nature  of  parents,  teachers  and  pupils  will  admit.  In  all  the 
rooms  perfect  order  is  maintained  without  resorting  to  cor- 
poral punishment  in  but  very  few  instances.  These  favorable 
conditions  are  due  chiefly  to  the  excellence  of  the  teachers. 

There  are  now  connected  with  the  public  schools  of  the 
town  seventeen  teachers  : Eight  at  the  Rogers,  four  at  the 

High,  three  at  the  Oxford,  one  at  Naskatucket,  and  one  at 
New  Boston. 

We  consider  ourselves  and  the  town  unusually  fortunate  in 
the  corps  of  teachers  which  we  have  been  able  to  secure. 
Competent,  faithful,  and  conscientious  in  the  discharge  of 
their  duties,  they  have  secured  the  entire  confidence  and  cor- 
dial support  of  the  Committee,  and  have  deserved  the  grati- 
tude and  confidence  of  the  entire  community.  Not  only  have 
they  earned  for  themselves  good  reputations  at  home  but  their 
report  has  so  gone  abroad,  as  to  make  it  difficult  and  some- 
times impossible  for  us  to  retain  them. 

Early  in  the  year  the  principal  of  the  Rogers  School,  Miss 
Barton,  resigned  to  accept  a position  elsewhere  at  advanced 
wages.  We  found  a competent  successor  in  Miss  Sadie  L. 
Blaisdell,  who  has  now  herself,  for  better  pay,  and  other  con- 
siderations known  to  the  Committee,  resigned  and  accepted  a 
position  in  the  new  school  building  at  Brockton.  Madge  L. 
Reardon,  of  Room  7,  also  resigned,  whose  place  we  supplied 
by  Miss  Fuller,  who  is  doing  very  excellent  work. 

The  Legislature  has  imposed  upon  the  School  Committee, 
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the  duty  of  seeing  to  it  that  the  public  schools  are  in  a 
condition,  and  of  a character  best  calculated  to  advance  the 
improvement  and  promote  the  good  of  the  pupils.  The 
character  of  the  schools  will  depend  upon  the  character  of  the 
teachers,  and  in  no  respect  have  the  School  Committee  felt 
their  responsibility  greater  than  in  their  efforts  to  secure 
good  and  efficient  teachers,  and  we  doubt  if  any  School 
Committee  ever  met  with  greater  success  in  securing  the 
services  of  educated,  experienced  and  faithful  teachers. 
Without  exception  they  love  their  work  and  they  have  done 
it  well.  It  will  not  be  their  fault,  and  we  shall  be  much 
mistaken  if  the  children  under  their  charge  have  not  found 
their  improvement  advanced  and  their  good  promoted. 

Frequent  changes  in  the  teachers  we  deplore,  but  they 
do  occur,  and  not  unfrequently  we  find  it  difficult  to  supply 
the  place  made  vacant. 

Once  a teacher  has  won  the  love  of  her  pupils,  and  they 
have  felt  the  power  of  her  influence  and  her  teaching,  it  is  a 
misfortune  that  she,  for  any  reason,  should  be  obliged  to 
leave,  and  we  have  done  everything  in  our  power  to  keep 
good  teachers  when  we  have  them. 

It  is  claimed  by  many  that  the  education  now  afforded,  and 
obtained,  is  not  on  the  whole,  such  advance  of  what  it  was 
fifty  years  ago,  as  to  justify  the  great  additional  expense. 

In  answer  to  that  it  is  enough  to  say  that  the  general 
demand  for  educated  men  and  women  is  greater  than  it  was 
then.  At  that  time  no  employment  was  given  to  girls,  while 
now  all  positions  in  mercantile  and  business  houses  are  open 
to  them,  and  employers  are  not  satisfied  with  such  acquire- 
ments as  were  possible  in  the  olden  time. 

There  is  a necessity  for  educated  workmen  if  they  expect 
to  command  wages  adequate  to  their  wants.  Our  business  is 
to  fit  our  children  to  go  out  into  the  world,  and  to  compete 
successfully  with  the  children  from  other  states  and  com- 
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munities.  We  may  not  succeed  with  all,  hut  if  we  do  not 
give  them  all  a chance  they  will  fail. 

No  man  or  woman  ever  yet  received  any  education,  no 
matter  how  useless  it  seemed  at  the  time,  but  found  it  useful 
afterwards.  While  knowledge  itself  is  not  power,  it  is  a very 
valuable  aid  to  those  who  have  it. 

Let  any  young  man  or  woman  take  an  examination  under 
the  civil  service  rules  and  they  will  soon  find  out  that  they  do 
not  know  any  too  much. 

DISTRICT  SUPERINTENDENT. 

Under  a recent  Statute,  provision  was  made  for  a District 
Superintendent  of  Schools,  and  the  towns  of  Fairhaven,  Mat- 
tapoisett  and  Acushnet  formed  a district,  and  united  in  the 
choice  of  Mr.  Edward  B.  Gray  as  Superintendent,  at  a salary 
of  fifteen  hundred  dollars  per  annum — apportioned,  as  was 
also  his  work,  among  the  several  towns.  Fairhaven  was  to 
have  his  services  for  three  days,  and  each  of  the  other  towns 
one  day  in  each  week.  Fairhaven  was  to  pay  seventy-five 
and  each  of  the  other  towns  twenty -five  dollars  of  his  salary 
per  month.  The  State  is  to  repay  seven  hundred  and  fifty 
dollars  to  this  town  after  he  has  been  employed  an  entire  year. 
Mr.  Gray  was  appointed  April  1*2,  1897. 

The  arrangement  has  proved  a substantial  success.  Mr.  Gray 
is  entirely  competent,  devotes  his  whole  time  to  the  schools 
in  his  district,  faithful  in  the  discharge  of  his  duties  which 
have  been  somewhat  onerous,  been  of  great  assistance  to  the 
Committee ; and,  so  far  as  we  are  concerned,'  has  given  entire 
satisfaction. 

The  average  pay  for  the  teachers  is  forty  dollars  per 
month.  For  further  information  on  this  head  we  refer  to  the 
Superintendent’s  report. 
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SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

The  number  of  children  for  whom  public  instruction  is  to 
be  provided  has  been  largely  on  the  increase,  so  much  so  that 
the  Committee  have  found  no  little  difficulty  in  providing- 
room  for  their  accommodation.  Early  in  the  summer  vaca- 
tion the  Committee  found  themselves  greatly  embarrassed  in 
this  respect. 

Several  expedients  were  suggested,  and  considered,  till  at 
length  with  some  misgivings  we  decided  to  provide  more 
desks  and  rearrange  the  High  School  building  to  receive 
grades  8 and  9 from  the  Rogers  School. 

Under  the  good  management  of  the  Superintendent  and 
Miss  Hafford  it  has  worked  even  better  than  we  could  have 
hoped  for.  It  involved  considerable  expense,  as  will  be  seen 
from  the  detailed  report,  not  anticipated  by  us,  and  for  which 
no  provision  was  made. 

We  see  no  reason  to  expect  that  so  large  a number  of  new 
pupils  will  come  in  upon  us  as  did  last  year,  still  we  are  re- 
luctantly compelled  to  say,  that  another  building  will  soon 
have  to  be  provided. 

By  rearranging  the  grades,  as  suggested  in  the  Superin- 
tendent's report,  we  may  be  able  to  get  along  for  the  coming 
year.  An  additional  teacher  will  be  required,  and  some  in- 
convenience to  the  pupils  must  be  submitted  to.  It  will, 
however,  come  into  the  work  of  the  new  committee,  when 
organized,  and  may  not,  therefore,  be  further  considered 
here. 

Some  complaints  have  reached  the  Committee  in  that  we 
provided  three  teachers  for  the  High  School.  We  did  not  do 
it  without  being  fully  satisfied  of  the  necessity  for  it.  If  we 
overestimated  the  needs  of  the  school  it  was  an  error  of  judg- 
ment, and  not  a culpable  indifference  to  the  burdens  of  taxa- 
tion, and  the  ability  and  willingness  of  the  inhabitants  to  pay 
taxes.  And  when  the  large  additional  number  of  pupils  were 
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packed  into  the  High  School,  we  saw  that  still  another  teacher 
would  be  required,  and  we  were  glad  to  find  in  Miss  Trow- 
bridge a lady  who  could  and  was  willing  to  give  a large  por- 
tion of  her  time  to  supply  the  deficiency,  and  yet  take  upon 
herself  the  supervision  and  teaching  of  music,  at  very  little 
extra  cost  Miss  Trowbridge  has  justified  us  in  her  election. 
Few  teachers  surpass  her  in  knowledge  of  music,  and  her 
ability  to  teach. 

THE  SCHOOL  BUILDINGS. 

The  school  buildings  of  the  town  are  now  in  very  good  re- 
pair. Two  of  them,  the  Rogers  and  Oxford,  are  provided  with 
modern  appliances  for  heat  and  ventilation.  The  plant  at  the 
Rogers  has  been  in  use  now  for  thirteen  years,  and,  during 
the  past  year,  has  required  expensive  repairs.  It  is  liable  at 
any  time  to  give  out,  and  it  cannot  be  far  off  when  a new 
boiler  will  be  needed,  and  a large  outlay  required.  It  is 
difficult  at  times  to  heat  all  the  rooms  sufficiently. 

The  plant  at  the  Oxford  does  not  give  us  entire  satisfaction. 
It  is  now  out  of  repair,  and  lief  ore  the  vacant  room  is  opened 
it  will  have  to  be  overhauled. 

The  High  School  building  is  old,  and  if  it  is  long  continued 
will  need  to  have  money  expended  upon  it. 

The  other  buildings  will  need  but  little  to  make  them 
answer  the  wants  of  the  public  for  some  time  to  come. 

TRUANCY. 

Though  there  may  be  some  children  of  the  required  age 
who  do  not  attend  school,  we  have  had  but  little  trouble  with 
truants.  The  truant  officer  has  been  faithful. 

There  are  some  children,  under  little  or  no  restraint  at 
home,  who  cannot  endure  the  confinement  of  the  school  room, 
and  who  become  truants  from  habit  and  inclination,  of  whom 
there  is  little  hope. 
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While  we  are  satisfied  on  the  whole  with  the  advancement 
of  the  children  in  education  as  taught,  and  while  our  systems 
are  as  perfect  as  in  the  nature  of  things  they  can  be,  we  are 
too  often  obliged  to  lament  that  it  is  the  intellect  only  that  is 
cultivated,  while  the  conscience  and  moral  sense  are  not 
reached.  We  are  appalled  at  the  daily  outbursts  of  profane 
swearing  from  children  hardly  out  of  the  nursery,  while  the 
mouths  of  some  of  the  older  boys  are  full  of  blasphemy  and 
indecency.  It  must  be  there  is  something  wrong  at  home 
when  a boy  does  not  hesitate  to  vent  his  rage  in  profanity  in 
the  presence  of  his  mother,  and  when  he  feels  that  he  is 
getting  to  be  a man  only  when  he  has  a cigarette  between  his 
teeth  and  his  mouth  full  of  oaths.  It  seems  to  us  the  public 
conscience  ought  in  some  way  to  be  aroused  that  this  growing 
abomination  may  be  checked. 


EXPENSES. 

By  reference  to  the  financial  statement  it  will  be  seen,  if  it 
has  not  before  been  sufficiently  made  public,  that  the  ex- 
penses attendant  upon  public  instruction  have  for  the  past 
year  been  unusually  large.  All  we  can  say  about  it  is  that 
we  have  been  obliged  to  make  costly  repairs.  We  did  not 
anticipate  that  it  would  cost  so  much,  or  anything,  for  the 
Rogers,  nor  did  we  know  that  the  grading  and  draining,  with 
other  repairs,  at  the  Oxford,  would  involve  so  much  expense, 
nor  did  we  foresee  the  expensive  changes  that  would  be  re- 
quired at  the  High  School  building. 

We  have,  however,  done  nothing  which  we  did  not  believe 
was  necessary  to  be  done,  and  we  rely  upon  the  fair  judg- 
ment of  the  town  for  our  justification. 

The  charges  for  water  supply  have  been  unusually  large. 

We  refer  to  the  appended  report  of  the  Superintendent  for 
further  particulars  and  fuller  details  of  the  general  condition 
and  work  of  the  schools. 
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We  recommend  the  following  appropriation  for  the  ensu- 


ing year : 

For  teachers,  $7,000  ; janitors,  $1,340,  $3,340.00 

Books,  $500  ; supplies,  $350,  850.00 

Fuel,  $700;  water,  $210,  010.00 

Incidentals,  700.00 

Repairs,  1,000.00 


This  is  a large  sum,  but  we  believe  it  will  he  needed,  and 
we  do  not  desire  to  embarrass  the  new  committee  by  a lim- 
ited appropriation. 

Our  work,  such  as  it  has  been,  we  submit  to  the  people, 
firmly  believing  th^t  we  have  done  our  duty  to  the  schools 
and  have  not  been  indifferent  to  the  well  known  burdens 
upon  the  inhabitants  for  the  support  of  the  schools.

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EXPLANATION  OF  TABLES. 

By  referring  to  the  tables  it  will  be  seen  that  there  is  quite 
a difference  between  the  “whole  number  enrolled”  and  the 
“average  membership”.  This  in  most  cases  is  not  caused  by 
an}r  considerable  number  of  pupils  leaving  school  before 
the  close  of  the  term,  but  by  the  continued  absence,  usually 
on  account  of  sickness,  of  pupils  who  return  to  school  again 
as  soon  as  they  are  able. 

The  tables  are  made  in  accordance  with  the  instructions  of 
the  State  Board,  and  a pupil  is  not  counted  as  a member  of 
the  school  after  live  consecutive  days’  absence.  When  he 
returns  he  again  becomes  a member  of  the  school.  Therefore, 
pupils,  who  for  various  reasons,  are  absent  two  or  three 
weeks  at  a time,  very  materially  reduce  the  “average 
membership”  without  diminishing  the  amount  of  school 
accommodations  needed. 

The  “ whole  number  enrolled,”  under  “summary  for  the 
year,”  does  not  give  the  whole  number  who  have  attended 
each  school  ; but  the  number  who  have  attended  that  school 
and  have  not  previously  (during  the  year)  attended  any 
other  school  in  town.  Pupils  are  enrolled  but  once  even  if 
they  attend  two  or  three  different  schools  during  the  year. 

The  large  number  always  enrolled  in  Grade  I is  explained 
by  the  fact  that  the  pupils  who  are  in  this  grade  during  the 
first  part  of  the  year,  are  promoted  in  June  to  another  room, 
although  not  again  enrolled,  and  their  places  are  taken  by 
pupils  who  have  never  attended  school  before. 

The  21  pupils  who  entered  the  High  School  in  September 
do  not  appear  in  the  enrollment  for  that  school,  but  in  the 
Grammar  schools  where  they  attended  the  first  part  of  the 
year.  The  total  enrollment  684,  represents  the  number  of 
different  pupils  who  have  attended  the  schools  of  the  town 
during  the  year. 
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SCHOOL  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

For  the  last  two  or  three  years  the  lower  grades  at  the 
Rogers  school  have  been  growing  more  and  more  over- 
crowded, until,  on  the  opening  of  school  in  September,  it 
became  necessary  to  provide  another  room  for  their  accom- 
modation. 

After  careful  consideration  of  the  conditions  it  was  thought 
best  to  transfer  the  55  pupils — more  than  could  be  seated  in 
one  room — in  Grades  8 and  9,  to  the  High  School  building. 
This  leaves  the  Rogers  school  comfortably  filled  and  well 
graded.  All  the  pupils  in  each  room  are  of  the  same  grade. 
The  rooms  are  arranged  to  seat  48,  and  the  enrollment  for 
this  school  during  the  past  term  has  been  352,  or  an  average 
of  44  pupils  for  each  room. 

There  are  now  50  pupils  in  the  High  School  proper.  This 
number  is  slightly  larger  than  it  has  been  for  the  past  few 
years.  To  this  must  be  added  the  number  transferred  from 
the  Rogers,  which  gives  105  attending  at  the  High  School 
building. 

The  number  of  pupils  at  the  Oxford  is  considerably  larger 
than  it  was  a year  ago.  They  occupy  three  of  the  four  rooms 
in  the  building.  In  this  school  the  number  of  pupils  in  the 
different  grades  is  very  unequal,  so  that  the  Primary  room 
is  crowded,  while  the  Intermediate  has  a comparatively  small 
number. 


FUTURE  ACCOMMODATIONS. 

It  will  soon  be  necessary  to  provide  increased  accommoda- 
tions for  the  pupils  in  the  ceutre  of  the  town.  The  vacant 
room  at  the  Oxford  cannot  be  used  for  this  purpose  on 
account  of  its  distance. 

There  are  now  65  pupils  in  Grade  7,  and  55  would  be  a 
fair  estimate  of  the  number  to  enter  Grade  8 next  year. 
Taking  into  consideration  the  9 who  will  graduate  from  the 


High  School,  and  the  few  who  may  leave  school  from  the 
other  classes,  140  would  appear  to  be  a conservative  estimate 
of  the  number  who  will  be  members  of  the  High  School  and 
Grades  8 and  9 next  year. 

As  the  Hi2.l1  School  building  is  now  crowded,  it  can  easily 
be  seen  that  all  the  pupils  in  grades  8 and  9 cannot  be  accom- 
modated there  next  year. 

However,  if  there  is  no  unexpected  increase  in  the  number 
of  pupils,  it  may  be  possible  to  get  along  one  more  year  be- 
fore extra  accommodations  become  necessary. 

Next  year  the  number  of  pupils  in  grade  7,  at  the  Rogers, 
will  probably  be  small,  and  it  may  be  possible  to  seat  about 
20  of  the  pupils  in  grade  8,  who  live  in  the  south  part  of  the 
town,  with  grade  7 in  room  8,  Rogers.  About  20  more, 
those  living  in  the  centre,  can  go  to  the  High  School  build- 
ing, and  the  rest  of  grade  8 can  remain  at  the  Oxford. 

This  arrangement  would  leave  the  number  of  pupils  and 
conditions  at  the  High  School  about  the  same  as  at  present, 
but  would  increase  the  number  at  the  Oxford,  so  that  it  may 
be  necessary  to  open  the  other  room,  or  provide  an  assistant 
teacher  to  get  satisfactory  results. 

INSTRUCTION. 

Without  neglecting  or  giving  undue  prominence  to  any 
subject,  a special  effort,  in  which  the  teachers  have  cooperated 
most  heartily  and  earnestly,  has  been  made  to  improve  the 
work  of  the  schools  in  Arithmetic,  Reading  and  Language. 

In  Arithmetic,  special  attention  has  been  given  to  the  tables 
and  the  fundamental  processes  which  form  the  basis  of  all 
advanced  work,  and  an  effort  has  been  made  to  have  the  prin- 
ciples of  this  advanced  work  thoroughly  taught  and  the  pupils 
led  to  acquire  the  power  to  reason,  in  order  that  they  may 
not  be  dependent  upon  rules,  which  are  so  easily  forgotten. 

In  Reading,  the  object  has  been  to  obtain  a more  distinct 
enunciation  and  better  expression : and  in  Language,  as  far 
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as  possible,  to  obtain  the  same  ease  and  fluency  in  writing  as 
in  speaking,  by  much  practice  in  writing  upon  subjects  with 
which  the  pupils  are  thoroughly  familiar  as  well  as  inter- 
ested. 

Heretofore  Grades  8 and  9 have  occupied  the  same  room 
at  the  Rogers  and  one  teacher  has  been  able  to  obtain  fairly 
satisfactory  results  with  these  two  grades  in  her  room,  but 
the  number  of  pupils  has  usually  been  about  35,  and  F think 
has  never  exceeded  40.  There  are  now  35  pupils  in  Grade  8, 
and  20  in  Grade  9,  and  it  would  be  impossible  for  one  teacher 
to  do  the  work  so  that  parents  would  feel  satisfied  with  the 
results. 

There  are  now  four  teachers  at  the  High  School  building; 
but  one  of  these,  Miss  Trowbridge,  spends  only  a part  of  her 
time  in  teaching  there.  She  spends  Friday  of  each  week  as 
supervisor  of  music  in  Mattapoisett,  and  also  gives  a half- 
hour  music  lesson  every  week  in  each  of  the  fourteen  schools 
in  Fairhaven.  The  rest  of  her  time,  averaging  three  hours 
each  day,  is  spent  at  the  High  School.  The  work  is  depart- 
mental, each  teacher  taking  both  the  High  School  and 
Grammar  work  in  those  subjects  which  she  is  best  qualified  to 
teach. 

The  work  is  arranged  so  that  the  High  School  receives  the 
equivalent  of  the  services  of  two  teachers,  and  one  hour  each 
day  from  the  extra  teacher ; while  Grades  8 and  9 receive  the 
services  of  one  teacher,  and  two  hours  each  day  from  the 
extra  teacher. 

Arrangements  have  recently  been  made  with  Mrs.  Man- 
chester to  spend  one  hour  each  Friday  in  giving  elocution 
lessons  to  the  pupils  at  the  High  School.  This  work  does 
not  interfere  with  the  work  of  the  regular  teacher  and 
promises  to  be  very  beneficial. 

Mrs.  Manchester  is  very  much  interested  in  elocution,  and 
also  in  the  schools,  and  the  work  she  is  now  doing  at  the 
High  School  is  entirely  gratuitous. 
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CHANGES  OF  TEACHERS. 

In  the  last  annual  report,  reference  was  made  to  the  large 
number  of  withdrawals  of  teachers  during  the  year.  The 
number  during  the  past  year  has  been  much  smaller — only  4, 
as  compared  with  11  in  1896  and  8 in  1895 — and  our  schools 
are  beginning  to  show  the  benefits  to  be  derived  from  con- 
tinued service,  by  the  improvement  in  the  quality  as  well  as 
in  the  quantity  of  the  work  now  being  done  in  most  of  the 
schools. 

Any  system  of  schools  must  suffer  greatly  when  there  are 
frequent  changes  in  the  teaching  force. 

The  new  teachers  are  not  acquainted  with  the  pupils ; are 
not  familiar  with  the  course  of  study  or  plan  of  work ; in 
most  cases  have  used  other  text-books  and  are  not  acquainted 
with  the  people  of  the  town  or  the  spirit  of  the  schools. 
Therefore  they  are  compelled  to  drift  along,  until  by  hard 
work  and  some  mistakes  they  are  able  to  find  their  bearings, 
and  can  begin  to  do  some  really  good  work  in  the  school 
room. 

ABSENCES  AND  TARDINESS. 

This  is  no  new  subject  for  your  Superintendent’s  report, 
and  yet  it  seems  necessary  to  again  speak  of  this  matter;  for 
to  this  one  thing  (irregularity)  more  than  any  other,  are  we 
indebted  for  poor  work  and  the  loss  of  interest  on  the  part 
of  many  pupils  which  often  causes  them  to  be  taken  from 
school,  although  their  parents  would  gladly  have  let  them 
remain  in  school  several  years  longer,  if  their  work  had  been 
satisfactory . 

In  some  cases,  the  pupils  are  so  irregular  in  their  attend- 
ance and  their  excuses  so  trivial,  that  it  seems  as  if  the  par- 
ents send  them  to  school  only  when  they  can  find  nothing  else 
for  them  to  do. 

One  school  authority  has  said  that  parents  should  consider 
‘ ‘ that  the  duties  of  the  school  constitute  the  regular  business 
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of  the  child  so  long  as  he  remains  a member  of  the  school, 
and  all  other  work  should  be  made  subordinate  to  this.  If 
parents  allow  a son  to  become  a clerk  for  some  tradesman, 
they  do  not  feel  at  liberty  to  keep  him  from  his  employer 
one  or  two  days  every  week.  If  errands  are  to  be  done  in 
the  morning,  he  is  not  expected  to  do  them,  unless  he  can  do 
them  and  still  be  on  time  at  his  employer's  office.” 

Another  says,  “parents  should  come  to  feel  that  school 
duties  ought  to  take  precedence  of  all  others,  so  long  as  the 
child  is  a member  of  the  school.  Irregular  attendance  is  an 
offence  against  the  community,  whose  substance,  freely 
given  in  support  of  the  schools,  is  thereby  wasted  ; that  it  is 
an  injustice  to  the  school,  in  that  thereby  the  cares  and  labors 
of  the  teacher  are  increased,  and  the  progress  of  the  pupils  is 
retarded  ; and  that  it  is  an  injury  to  the  child  who  is  allowed 
to  form  habits  that  will  lead  to  bankruptcy  in  business,  and 
disorder,  waste  and  discontent  in  the  home.” 

Habits  of  promptness  and  regularity  are  exceedingly 
important  for  one  who  would  win  success  in  life,  and  should 
be  insisted  upon  in  our  schools.  Parent  should  be  urged  to 
be  more  careful  about  this  matter  of  absence  and  tardiness, 
in  order  that  these  evils  may  be  reduced  to  the  minimum, 
which  illness  and  unavoidable  causes  render  necessary. 

READING. 

In  a majority  of  persons  the  reading  habit  and  the  reading- 
taste  are  formed  during  school  days.  If,  therefore,  the 
reading  of  the  pupils  can  be  wisely  directed  by  the  teachers, 
the  results  of  their  labors  in  this  direction  are  likely  to  be 
lasting  and  productive  of  much  good.  To  this  end  the  careful 
reading  of  one  good  book,  recommended  by  the  teacher,  has 
recently  been  made  a part  of  each  term’s  work  in  reading-  and 
language. 


FIRE  DRILL. 


To  provide  as  far  as  possible  for  their  safety,  and  to  enable 
them  to  get  out  of  the  building  quickly  and  without  confu- 
sion, in  case  of  tire,  the  pupils  at  the  Rogers  have  been  given 
some  practice  in  a tire  drill.  At  a recent  trial,  every  pupil 
was  out  of  the  building  in  55  seconds  after  the  signal  was 
given. 

TEACHERS’  MEETINGS. 

Meetings  of  the  teachers  in  this  district  are  held  at  the 
School  Committee  room  in  the  Town  Hall,  on  the  second 
Saturday  of  each  month,  at  9.15  a.  m. 

Methods  of  teaching  and  matters  of  interest  in  connection 
with  the  schools  are  discussed.  Parents  and  others  interested 
in  the  schools  are  always  welcome. 

The  Superintendent  can  usually  be  seen  at  his  house  on 
Thursdays,  from  5.30  to  7.30  p.  m.,  whenever  the  schools  are 
in  session. 

In  closing  this  report,  I wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of 
the  zeal  and  faithfulness  of  the  teachers,  the  cordial  support 
of  the  Committee  and  the  kindness  and  cooperation  of  the 
parents.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERVISOR  OF  MUSIC. 

Mr.  E.  B.  Gray , Superintendent  of  Schools,  Fairhaven , Mass. : 

Dear  Sir  : — It  is  with  pleasure  that  I report  to  you  the 
work  of  the  schools  in  the  department  of  vocal  music. 

Since  the  first  of  September  I have  visited  every  grade, 

including;  the  schools  of  New  Boston  and  Xaskatueket,  once  a 
© 

week,  spending  thirty  minutes  in  each  room. 

In  the  Primary  grades  much  time  has  been  spent  on  interval 
work  by  dictation,  also  in  the  study  of  simple  time  and  tune 
in  the  different  keys.  This  work  is  done  from  charts, 
supplemented  by  work  from  the  board. 

In  the  upper  grades  greater  difficulties  in  time  and  tune  are 
studied  and  part  singing  carried  on.  Here  the  work  is 
somewhat  impeded  from  a lack  of  books,  which  are  necessary 
to  give  sufficient  practice  in  the  various  difficulties  presented. 
Much  time  is  necessarily  lost  in  writing  and  rewriting  exer- 
cises on  the  board,  where  twice  the  amount  of  work  could  be 
accomplished  if  we  had  the  proper  material  to  place  in  the 
pupils’  hands.  I hope  the  town  will  see  the  wisdom  of 
furnishing  the  schools,  this  coming  year,  with  more  music 
readers. 

My  aim  in  all  the  grades  is  to  make  the  pupils  independent 
sight-readers,  and  to  cultivate  a quality  of  tone  which  comes 
naturally  when  pupils  sing  softly,  and  so  avoid  the  danger  of 
straining  the  voices  by  loud  singing,  which  is  always  harsh 
and  unmusical. 

Songs  have  been  introduced  into  all  grades,  so  that  the 
aesthetic  side  of  the  child’s  nature  has  not  been  neglected. 

I wonder  if  parents  fully  realize  what  an  important  part 
music  plays  in  the  education  of  the  child?  Consider  its 
value  as  an  aid  to  other  studies.  How  it  cultivates  the 
speaking  voice  and  what  an  influence  it  has  over  the  reading- 
lesson  ! The  child  who  sings  will  enunciate  more  distinctly. 
Those  muscles  at  the  side  of  the  mouth,  which  almost  fall  into 
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disuse  from  a careless,  indifferent  manner  of  speaking  with 
closed  teeth,  will  be  brought  into  play  and  distinct  utterance 
be  the  result.  This  seems  to  be  of  sufficient  importance  to 
commend  music,  but  let  us  look  at  it  as  a mental  discipline. 
What  subject  calls  for  such  active  use  of  the  mental  faculties 
as  sight-singing?  How  the  mind  must  work  in  graspinga  new 
piece  : first,  the  note,  its  pitch,  its  length,  the  quality  and 
quantity  of  tone  required,  the  accent,  words,  expression,  and 
movement.  Is  there  any  subject  that  can  excel  this? 

Singing  is  one  means  of  physical  culture.  We  never 
breathe  deeper  than  when  we  are  singing,  and  respiration  is 
necessary  to  life.  It  arouses  circulation,  expands  the  lungs, 
gives  good  chest  development,  promotes  free,  deep  breathing, 
and  imparts  vigor  to  the  whole  system. 

What  a great  factor  music  is  as  an  aid  in  discipline  ! How 
it  calms  the  exuberance  of  spirit  or  restrains  the  restlessness 
from  confining  study  ! It  has  for  its  aim  the  cultivation  of 
the  soul,  and  that  means  character  building. 

Honesty,  truth,  love,  obedience,  patriotism,  are  the  senti- 
ments that  many  a song  leaves  behind  in  a child’s  memory 
and  are  never  forgotten ; and  so,  let  us  never  deprive  the 
children  of  one  of  the  noblest  and  most  refining  influences 
that  can  surround  them  in  the  school  room. 

There  is  no  reason  why  music,  if  presented  in  a practical 
and  progressive  manner,  should  not  reach  the  same  standard 
that  is  required  in  other  branches  of  learning  in  our  schools, 
and  with  the  hearty  cooperation  of  the  teachers  who  so  faith- 
fully carry  out  my  instructions,  1 hope  the  time  will  soon 
come  when  every  pupil  will  sing  as  intelligently  as  they  read.
